People Unhappy^ 
With Tree Plan 
Want It Pruned

Many citizens are trying to convince Lincoln city officials 


to use pruning shears on the controversial tree planting plan'. 


And the City Park Board is now considering changes 


suggested by disgruntled citizens. 


The four major "branches" of the controversy are: 
— Unhappinoss of residents with the small, ornamental 


trees that have been planted along some streets. 


-- Complaints that citizens have no input into the selec- 


tion of trees tor their street. 


- Disgust with planting schedules that result in planting 


part of a block, but leaving the rest bare for years. 


— Disagreement with the theory that lining streets with 


the same species of tree is aesthetically more pleasing than 
anv other arrangement. 


$340,000 In Five Years 


The city's tree planting plan has been in full swing since 


1972. By the end of the 1976 planting season the city will have 
paid about $340.000 to plant 11.870 trees on city streets. 


The city has the right to institute the program because it 


has legal responsibility over the city-owned strip between the 
sidewalk and the curb, where young trees are being planted to 
replace the missing dead and dvina elms. 


Sites for the trees are selected by a system which divides 


the city into 19 squares, each two miles on a side. 


Funds are allocated among the 19 squares with the inten- 


tion of giving more to areas with the fewest existing trees. 
Within each area the oldest streets get trees first. 


Most vocal nf the unhappy citizens have been those in es- 


tablished neighborhoods where towering elms were felled by 
Dutch Elm disease. 


The Near South Neighborhood Association has organized 


efforts against the small flowering trees which have replaced 
the arching elms on some blocks. 


Shade, Character 


They argue that their two-and three-story houses need the 


shade and wind protection of large trees to cut down on utility 
bills, and contend that the small trees destroy the character of 
the neighborhood that made them want to live there. 


City officials, however, argue that planting trees which 


will remain small at maturity eliminates the risk that utility 
lines will be torn down by falling limbs. 


This argument strikes sparks with homeowners on Smith 


Street, however, who say that in their case the city got its 
wires crossed in planting small trees because overhead lines 
were soon hurried. 


But wen the possibility of downed power lines doesn't 


bother some tree lovers. "I'm willing to trade a power outage 
for a tree." says Mrs. Joan Stoner of 2424 Garfield. 


With no input into the tree selection process, the 


homeowner first learns which tree will be planted in front of 
his house when he receives a letter from City Forester Wayne 
Willmeng's office. 


However. Willmeng suggests that citizens might want to 


organize neighborhood meetings to initiate input. 


"We'll be happy to come to someone's rec room and talk." 


he says.

Willmeng confirms that if a whole block petitions for a 


specific tree among the city's 28 acceptable species, the city is 
willing to plant that kind when the block's planting time 
comes. 


Regularly scheduled planting times, however, cause 


problems for residents of older neighborhoods who have lost 
their elms one by one. 


Mrs. Diane Boughn of 2249 Smith noted that a Spring 


Snow, a small flowering tree, was planted on both ends of the 
block some years ago when the first elms died. 


Since then, elms were removed from the middle of the 


block but the city will not return to plant more trees fv/i three 
years under present schedules. 


Willmeng says that homeowners in a hurry on their own 


plant the species selected for their street. But they'll have to 
do so at their own expense. 


"We don't accept this as being fair." says Glenda Peter- 


son, another Smith Street resident. 


A proposal that an additional $20.000 in tax funds be set

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SOUTHBURY, Conn. (AP) - A former 


Mobil Oil Co. engineer who reportedly sold 
important oil industry know-how to the Soviet 
Union before turning double agent for the FBI 
died Sunday of what authorities said was a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound. 


An autospy was begun to determine the 


cause of death. 


Norman John Rees, 69, admitted accepting 


money for information he gave to Soviet in- 
telligence agents and said that from 1971 to 
1975 he acted as a double agent for the FBI, 
according to a published interview. His work 
was considered so important that the Kremlin 
gave him a medal, according to the interview 
published in the Dallas Times Herald. 


Rees said in the interview that he agreed to 


work as a double agent in 1971 when he was 
confronted by the FBI. and continued in that 
capacity until 1975. He continued to meet 
Soviet contacts at FBI instructions, allowing 
the agency to observe and identify a number 
of Soviet intelligence officers, he said. 


"Jesus Christ, that is incredible," said Rees' 


son. John Warren Rees of Ashfield, Mass. He 
said his family knew nothing of his father's 
alleged connections with either the Soviet 
Union or the FBI. The son spoke to reporters 
outside the Rees home in Heritage Village, a 
retirement community in this town north of 
New Haven. 


The son said he had been comforting his 


mother who also was unaware of her 
husband's alleged activity, and believed he 
killed himself because of an illness. "She 
thought it was on account of his illness that he 
did this." 


"I just told her there's a story in the 


newspaper and she's acting like it's unreal," 
said the son, a bearded 31-year-old junior high 
school science teacher who was summoned by 
a neighbor. 


The Dallas Times Herald issued a statement 


Sunday saying: 


"Norman Rees requested on several oc- 


casions that the Dallas Times Herald withhold 
publication of the story and refrain from iden- 
tifying him. We did not feel that we could 
repress the story and proceeded with 
publication." 


The Times Herald, which published the 


, copyrighted story in its Sunday editions, 
quoted Rees as saying his most significant in- 
dustrial espionage act was the passing in 1950 
of a Mobil design for a newly developed 
catalytic cracking converter. He won a Soviet 
medal for that act, he said. Mobil had no im- 
mediate comment. 


The converter, now a standard of the in- 


dustry, increases the percentage of gasoline 
that can be derived from crude oil. 


The paper also quoted an "intelligence 


source" as saying that Rees was "the single 
most important individual in the development 


of the Russian oil and gas industry during the 
relevant period (1945-1960)." 


"FBI director Clarence Kelley confirmed 


that the FBI was aware of Norman Rees con- 
tacts with foreign officials in the U.S. and had 
in fact interviewed Rees on a number of oc- 
caions concerning these contacts." an FBI 
spokesman said. 


"Mr. 
Kelley stated that the FBI would be 


unable to make additional comment on a 
matter related to foreign intelligence activates 
in this country," the spokesman added Satur- 
day. When contacted Sunday the agency said it 
would stand on its Saturday statement. 


It was not immediately clear what law or 


laws would apply to what Rees said he did. An 
FBI spokesman in Washington, while not com- 
menting on the Rees' case, said spying 
generally falls in one of two categories: 


In instances where no classified information 


is involved, espionage statutes do not apply; in 
cases of industrial espionage, the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act would normally app- 


ly. 


The Dallas Times Herald reported that the 


Sicilian-born Rees told the paper that he "was 
u Communist sympathizer" during World War 
II — when the United States and Russia were 
allies — and began helping the Soviets and 
"just never got out." 


"Looking back on it now, it's enough to 


make me sick." Rees was quoted as saying. 


In Connecticut. Assistant Medical Examiner 


Marcus Cox said 
it appeared the gunshot 


wound to Ree's head was self-inflicted. 


Dr. Cox said Rees was found shot to death 


on a couch in his study in his Heritage Village 
apartment about 7:30 a.m. Rees' wife was in 
the apartment at the time but did not hear the 
shot, officials said 


He was found with a .38-cahber snubnosed 


revolver clinched in his fist, officials added 
No note was found. 


The Times Herald story said Rees had 


worked for Mobil Oil Co. and an international 
consulting firm based in Dallas. Rees was 
employed from 1967 to 1971 in the Dallas 
branch of M. W. Kellogg Co.. an international 
giant in petroleum consulting, after he worked 
for Mobil. 


The newspaper said Rees was so valued as a 


spy that in addition to the medal he received 
$5.000 annual pension for his services. Rees 
said he turned the pension money over to the 
FBI 


Rees claimed he got a total of $30,000 from 


the Soviets, but the Times Herald said it 
learned that he maintained an account in the 
Salik Bank in Basel. Switzerland, and that in 
1968 he transferred $20.000 into the account. 


The newspaper said it interviewed Rees — 


born Nuncio Ruisi — several times last month 
and traced his information, confirming it with 
federal agencies. Rees also submitted to a 
polygraph test, the paper said. 


Survey Shows Food 
Costs Down Slightly

Another round of declines in the price 


of butter and eggs helped consumers at 
the supermarket during February, as 
Associated Press marketbasket survey 
shows. But grocery costs at the start of 
March remained almost 30' I higher than 
they were three years ago. 


The Associated Press drew up a ran- 


dom list of 15 commonly purchased food 
and nonfood items, checked the price at 
one supermarket in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973 and has rechecked on or 
about the start of each succeeding month. 


The latest survey showed a continua- 


tion of the encouraging price drops that 
occurred in January. 


The marketbasket total at the checklist 


store was down during February in 12 of 
the cities surveyed, with an average drop 
of 2.7'r. The only increase was in Seattle 
where the total at the checklist store went 
up 2.2':. 


Comparing current prices with those at 


the start of the year. The AP found the 
marketbasket total had declined at the 
checklist store in every city, down an 
average of just over V",. 


On the gloomy side, however, the sur- 


vey showed that the marketbasket total at 
the checklist store increased by an 
average 29'; from March 1, 1973 until 
now. a jump of about 10rr a year. 


Most of the increase came uvfJie first 


two years when food prices soared. The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture has 
reported that food prices rose 14,5'* in 
1973 and again in 1974. Last year, by con- 
trast, food prices went up 8.5'7. accor- 
ding to the USDA. 


The department has predicted that 


food prices will rise by about r; in 
each of the first two quarters of 1976. 
What happens after that depends partly 
on the size of grain harvests, but analysts 
say the overall increase could be held to 
under 5'7. 


The moderating trend is apparent 


elsewhere. The Consumer Pri«» !>dex 
showed food prices declined in January 
for the first time in five months. And the 
AP survey showed the marketbasket total 
at the checklist store dropped in the year 
ended Feb. 29 in 11 of the cities surveyed. 
Much of the decrease was due to falling 
sugar prices. 


The savings at the dairy counter were 


most apparent during February. 


The price of a pound of butter dropped 


in eight cities last month after declining 
in nine cities during January. Medium 
eggs, which declined at the checklist store 
in 10 cities during January, dropped again 
during February in 12 cities. The only in- 
crease was at the checklist store in Seattle 
where the price had been an unusually 
low 45 cents a dozen and rose to 55 cents. 


There were no other clear-cut trends 


during the month. No item was up in 
more than five cities. Pork chops dropped 
slightly in several areas, receding from 
peak "levels caused by production cut- 
backs. 


A look at the over-all number of items 


in the AP survey showed about the same 
percentage of decreases during January 
and February.

1973. a comparable substitute was 
selected. Items temporarily out of stock 
on one of the survey dates being com- 
pared were not included in the over-all 
total. 


The AP did not attempt to compare ac- 


tual prices from city to city — to ay. for 
example, that cookies cost more in one 
area than another. The only comparisons 
were made in terms of percentages of in- 
crease or decrease — saying a particular 
item went up W< in one city and 6'"• in 
another.

marketbasket issued each month is based 
on a complex set of statistics. It includes 
65 retail items of U.S. farm-produced 
foods in amounts that theoretically could 
supply a household of 3.2 persons for one 
year. The department, which draws on in- 
formation from 1.900 supermarkets in 
compiling its report, says the figures do 
not correspond to actual family food 
spending and are used mainly to illustrate 
changes in costs.

Double Agent's Life Ends 


SOUTHBURY, Conn (AP) - A former 
Mobil Oil Co. engineer who reportedly sold 
important oil industry know-how to the Soviet 
Union before turning double agent for the FBI 
died Sunday of what authorities said was a 
self-inflicted gunshot wound 
An autospy was begun to determine the 
cause of death 
Norman John Rees, 69, admitted accepting 
money for information he gave to Soviet in­ 
telligence agents and said that from 1971 to 
1975 he acted as a double agent for the FBI, 
according to a published interview. His work 
was considered so important that the Kremlin 
gave him a medal, according to the interview 
published in the Dallas Times Herald 


Rees said in the interview that he agreed to 
work as a double agent in 1971 when he was 
confronted by the FBI. and continued in that 
capacity until 1975 He continued to meet 
Soviet contacts at FBI instructions, allowing 
the agency to observe and identify a number 
of Soviet intelligence officers, he said 
Jesus Christ, that is incredible, " said Rees' 
son, John Warren Rees of Ashfield, Mass He 
said his family knew nothing of his father's 
alleged connections with either the Soviet 
Union or the FBI. The son spoke to reporters 
outside the Rees home in Heritage Village, a 
retirement community in this town north of 
New Haven 
The son said he had been comforting his 


mother who also was unaware of her 
husband's alleged activity, and believed he 
killed himself because of an illness. "She 
thought it was on account of his illness that he 
did this." 
“ I just told her there's a story in the 
newspaper and she's acting like it's unreal," 
said the son, a bearded 31-year-old junior high 
school science teacher who was summoned by 
a neighbor 
The Dallas Times Herald issued a statement 
Sunday saying 


“Norman Rees requested on several oc­ 
casions that the Dallas Times Herald withhold 
publication of the story and refrain from iden­ 
tifying him. We did not feel that we could 
repress the story and proceeded with 
publication." 
The Times Herald, which published the 
copyrighted story in its Sunday editions, 
quoted Rees as saying his most significant in­ 
dustrial espionage act was the passing in 1950 
of a Mobil design for a newly developed 
catalytic cracking converter He won a Soviet 
medal for that act, he said. Mobil had no im- 
mediate comment. 
The converter, now a standard of the in­ 
dustry, increases the percentage of gasoline 
that can be derived from crude oil. 
The paper also quoted an "intelligence 
source” as saying that Rees was "the single 
most important individual in the development 


of the Russian oil and gas industry during the 
relevant period (1945-1960)." 
"FBI director Clarence Kelley confirmed 
that the FBI was aware of Norman Rees con­ 
tacts with foreign officials in the U S and had 
in fact interviewed Rees on a number of oc- 
caions concerning these contacts, 
an FBI 
spokesman said 


• Mr Kelley stated that the FBI would be 
unable to make additional comment on a 
matter related to foreign intelligence activités 
in this country,” the spokesman added Satur­ 
day. When contacted Sunday the agency said it 
would stand on its Saturday statement 
It was not immediately clear what law or 
laws would apply to what Rees said he did An 
FBI spokesman in Washington, while not com­ 
menting on the Rees' case, said spying 
generally falls in one of two categories: 
In instances where no classified information 
is involved, espionage statutes do not apply; in 
cases of industrial espionage, the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act would normally app­ 
ly 
The Dallas Times Herald reported that the 
Sicilian-born Rees told the paper that he was 
a Communist sympathizer” during World War 
II — when the United States and Russia were 
allies 
and began helping the Soviets and 
"just never got out ' 
"Looking back on it now, it's enough to 
make me sick," Rees was quoted as saying 


In Connecticut. Assistant Medical Examiner 
Marcus Cox said it appeared the gunshot 
wound to Ree's head was self-inflicted 
Dr Cox said Rees was found shot to death 
on a couch in his study in his Heritage Village 
apartment about 7 30 a.m. Rees wife was in 
the apartment at the time but did not hear the 
shot, officials said 
He was found with a 38-caliber snubnosed 
revolver clinched in his fist, officials added 
No note was found 
The Times Herald story said Rees had 
worked for Mobil Oil Co. and an international 
consulting firm based in Dallas. Rees was 
employed from 1967 to 1971 m the Dallas 
branch of M W Kellogg Co., an international 
giant in petroleum consulting, after he worked 
for Mobil 
The newspaper said Rees was so v alued as a 
spy that in addition to the medal he received 
15,000 annual pension for his services. Rees 
said he turned the pension monev over to the 
FBI 
Rees claimed he got a total ot $30.000 from 
the Soviets, but the Times Herald said it 
learned that he maintained an account in the 
Sahk Bank in Basel, Switzerland, and that in 
1968 he transferred $20.000 into the account 
The newspaper said it interviewed Rees — 
born Nuncio Ruisi — several times last month 
and traced his information, confirming it with 
federal agencies Rees also submitted to a 
polygraph test, the paper said

Costs Do wn Slig h tly

Another round of declines in the price 
of butter and eggs helped consumers at 
the supermarket during February, as 
Associated Press market basket survey 
shows But grocery costs at the start of 
March remained almost 30' - higher than 
they were three years ago 
The Associated Press drew up a ran­ 
dom list of 15 commonly purchased food 
and nonfood items, checked the price at 
one supermarket in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973 and has rechecked on or 
about the start of each succeeding month 
The latest survey showed a continua­ 
tion of the encouraging price drops that 
occurred in January 
The marketbasket total at the checklist 
store was down during February in 12 of 
the cities surveyed, with an average drop 
of 2.7' 
The only increase was in Seattle 
where the total at the checklist store went 
up 2.2 
Comparing current prices with those at 
the start of the year. The AP found the 
markotbusket total had declined at the 
checklist store in every city, down an 
average of just over 4 
(>n the gloomy side, however, the sur­ 
vey showed that the marketbasket total at 
the checklist store increased by an 
average 29 - from March 1, 1973 until 
now. a jump of about 10 T a year 


Most of the increase came in the first 
two years when food prices soared The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture has 
reported that food prices rose 14 5 
in 
1973 and again in 1974 Last year, by con­ 
trast. food prices went up 8.5 « , accor­ 
ding to the USDA. 
The department has predicted that 
food prices will rise by about 1U in 
each of the first two quarters of 1976. 
What happens after that depends partly 
on the size of grain harvests, but analysts 
say the overall increase could be held to 
under 5' <. 
The moderating trend is apparent 
elsewhere The Consumer Price Index 
showed food prices declined in January 
for the first tune in five months And the 
AP survey showed the marketbasket total 
at the checklist store dropped in the year 
ended Feb 29 in 11 of the cities surveyed 
Much of the decrease was due to falling 
sugar prices. 
The savings at the dairy counter were 
most apparent during February 
The price of a pound of butter dropped 


in eight cities last month after declining 
in nine cities during January. Medium 
eggs, which declined at the checklist store 
in 10 cities during January, dropped again 
during February in 12 cities The only in­ 
crease was at the checklist store in Seattle 
where the price had been an unusually 
low 45 cents a dozen and rose to 55 cents 
There were no other clear-cut trends 
during the month No item was up in 
more than five cities Pork chops dropped 
slightly in several areas, receding from 
peak levels caused by production cut­ 
backs, 
A look at the over all number of items 
in the AP survey showed about the same 
percentage of decreases during January 
and February Here are the percentages 
of increases and decreases:

No attempt was made to weight the 
survey results according to population

The dqy of the week on which the check 
was made varied depending on the 
month Standard brands and sizes were 
used when available, U the requested size 
and brand was not available on March 1, 
1973, a comparable substitute was 
selected Items temporarily out of stock 
on one of the survey date's being com­ 
pared were not included in the over-all 
total 


The AP did not attempt to compare ac­ 
tual prices from city to city — to say, for 
example, that cookies cost more in one 
area than another. The only comparisons 
were made in terms of percentages of in­ 
crease or decrease — saying a particular 
item went up 10 . in one city and 6 
m 
another 
The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
marketbasket issued each month is based 
on a complex set of statistics. It includes 
65 retail items of U S farm-produced 
foods in amounts that theoretically could 
supply a household of 3 2 persons for one 
year The department, which draws on in­ 
formation from 1,500 supermarkets in 
compiling its report, says the figures do 
not correspond to actual family food 
spending and are used mainly to illustrate 
changes in costs

The letters are not new, Chambers

"I've been getting that kind ot mail 
ever since I've been down here," he 
noted 
"But some senators have seemed to 
be skeptical about my comments on 


racism I decided they should be able | 
to see what a profound impact racism 
has on ail these issues, " such as educa­ 
tion and justice. 
“ Racism is a very deep sickness in 
the Nebraska mentality 
“Since it is of a mental nature, those 
who deal with ethics and morality 
ought to address its root causes 1 
don't believe the churches, the 
schools, the courts or govermental 
agencies are effectively dealing with 
the problem.”

Death May Provide Clue To Arteriosclerosis 


BOSTON lAP) — Researchers say the almost unheard-uf death 


of a two-month-old child from hardening of the arteries may 
provide a clue to the cause of the disease 


The disease that resulted in the child's death eight years ago is 


called arteriosclerosis, and the suspected cause is homocysteine. 
one of the ammo acids that are building blocks of protein A possi- 
ble help in controlling the disease is pyridoxine, vitamin B6 


Obstructions reducing blood flow apparently can lead to such 


things as possible heart attacks, strokes and kidney failure. The 
clogging of walls of blood vessels directly contributes to about 
880 000 deaths in the country every year, according to a 
spokesman for Massachusetts General Hospital. 


He said animal studies "repeatedly implicated homocysteine as 


an initiator of arteriosclerosis," the disease that causes more 
death than any other annually in the United States. 


"We have not proved that the homocysteine theory will 


necessarily ^nable us to control the disease in humans," said Dr. 
Kilmer S McCuJly. assistant professor of pathology at Harvard 
Medical School and an associate pathologist at the hospital 


"But the important thing, we feel, is that it gives us a certain 


clue where to look further," he said. 


The two-month-old boy, who died in 1968 of the disease rarely 


seen in anyone that young, was known to have a deficiency in an 
enzyme, a protein that promotes body chemical reactions. 


Researchers remembered a description of a Boston family in 


which children inherited an enzymatic disorder and learned an 8- 
year-old boy related to the family died of arteriosclerosis in 1933. 


Dr. McCully suspected a link, compared reports on the two 


children who died and found they had different enzymatic 
defects 


But, he found the tissues of both contained high levels of 


homocysteine, which is produced in the liver by another arnino 
acid, methiomne. 


"The elevated concentrations of homocysteine in both children 


immediately suggested to me that the compound itself or some 
derivative of the compound produced by metabolism had actually 
caused the changes in the arterial walls," Dr. McCuilly said. 


Homocysteine normally is converted quickly into other sub-

Lindbergh 
died on Main Island in 1974 and- 
his estate is being probated on 
the island. 


Court records list the value of 


the estate at less than $300,000 
and name survivors including 
five children and Lindbergh's 
widow The elder Kerwin, who 
lives in Groveton. N H, says his 
son is "crazy" and has been 
trying for years to convince peo- 
ple that lie is Lindbergh's kid- 
naped son. 


Bryan admitted that his client 


had been a patient in at least one 
mental hospital, but said he 
' would rather not answer" 
when asfied how long and how 
often Kenneth had been 
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Kenneth Kerwin 


hospitalized 


The Lindbergh child was kid- 


naped in Hopewell. N.J., on 
March 1. 1932. and a decom- 
posed body was later identified 
as that of the missing child 
Bruno Hauptmann. a German 
carpenter living in The Bronx. 
N.Y.. was convicted in 1935 of 
the kidnaping and murder of the 
Lindbergh child and was 
executed in 1936 


Bryan maintains that in 1948 


Kenneth's parents told him be is 
the Lindbergh child. The elder 
Kerwin says that is untrue. 


"For about a year and a half 


they've been trying to bring me 
in on this Even the FBI is in on 
it They come in and questioned 
me about a year ago, but they've 
cleared me," the 81-year-old 
man said.

common of three enzymatic defects that can raise homocysteine 
levels. 


Dr. McCully said preliminary results of a South African study 


suggested administering pyridoxine and restricting animal protein 
in diets prevented arteriosclerosis in a group of persons with cor- 
onary heart disease. 


The hospital said a number of drug-diet combinations have 


been proposed to reverse or stop arterial damage, but Dr. McCul- 
ly thinks pyridoxine offers the best potential. 


"One reason is that pyridoxine is a normal vitamin which we 


get in our food (beef, fish, eggs, cereal) every day," Dr. McCully 
said. "Some of the other substances being considered are syn- 
thetic chemicals which have been added to the diets of laboratory 
animals. 


"It would be much better to be able to give a vitamin to the 


people than some synthetic agent," he said "We're not sure what 
form of pyndoxine to give, however.

'Men Only' Jobs Are No More 


Washington (AP) — Women are moving 


in greater numbers into what were once 
considered "men only" jobs and now ac- 
count for 18%- of America's blue-tolar 
workers, the Labor Department reports. 


"They are working practically every type 


of occupation that was once the private do- 
main of men," says Asst. Secretary of 
Labor William H. Kolberg. 


"Whether it's subway construction, 


bridge building, boilermaking, bulldozing, 
truck driving or running big newspaper 
presses — all tough and dirty or dangerous 
jobs — the wonfen are at it." 


The government's figures show that .it 


the end of 1975. women held about 18'7, or 
5.5 million of the 28.2 million blue-collar 
jobs This is up from 14 9'/7 in 1960 when 
3 6 million women worked in blue-collar 
occupations, compared with 205 million 
men 


While the increase has not been 


dramatic, Kolberg says laws against sex 
discrimination in hiring and promotion 
practices are having a positive impact. 


He cites figures which show a 74'"' 


increase in one year in the number of 
women apprentices in 50 occupational 
groupings. And, he noted in an interview, 
all but three of these - beauticians, cooks 
and medical-dental technicians - were 
reserved for men 20 years ago. 


The Labor Department, 
which 


recognizes 415 occupations as appren- 
ticeable, reports that 160 or 40% had 
female apprentices last year, double the 
number in 1974. However, the total 
number of women in registered programs 
was only 3,700 or about 1% of the 400.000 
registered apprentices. 


Among jobs women are being trained tor 


are aircraft and auto mechanics, butchers, 
cabinetmakers, cement masons, 
machinists, pipefitters, plasterers, 
plumbers, roofers, structural steelworkers 
and toolmakers. 


These are in the apprenticeable trades. 


In addition, the government also reported 
that State Employment Service offices last 
year placed an estimated 15.000 women in 
other blue-collar jobs such as truck and bus 
driving, welding and metal fabricating, 
landscaping and equipment operating. 


"Certainly, there are not enough women 


in all blue-collar occupations to permit 
anyone to say that sex discrimination is a 
thing of the past," Kolberg says. "But 
there is no question that opportunities for 
women are broadening in all fields, 
professional as well as blue-collar "

"The 
thing about Jack is that he 
watches a lot of things outside 
the interest of his district He 
really is a 'state' senator, and so 
every once in awhile somebody 
may feel like he's taking an in- 
terest in something that maybe 
he doesn't need to " 


"I admit I have never seen 


anyone who can use poignant 
humor to make you laugh with 
him. while he is ripping your 
position apart at the same 
time." 


Mills, candidness and humor 


are more apparent than another 
side of him — the man who says 
he "probably won't seek a se- 
cond term," but who 
acknowledges he works full-time 
at his office all-year round 
"because for so long as I'm here 
I'm going to do this the best way 
I know how." 


An example- Mills has an 


ongoing concern about real es- 
tate laws because several people, 
outside his district, have com- 
plained to him about them.

preference before county con­ 
ventions, and most party leaders 
agree that those who do are like­ 
ly to choose Carter 


Because of the system in force 
in Oklahoma, the vote clinched 
at least seven national delegates 
for Carter and at least three for 
Harris of the state's 37 delegates. 
They could receive more if un­ 
committed delegates later 
switch to preferences. 


The South Carolina alignment 
is not expected to change much 
during county conventions 
March 8 or at the state conven­ 
tion March 30. And if the 
precinct vote trend continues. 
South Carolina's national delega­ 
tion of 31 would include 15 un- 
fommitted. nine for Wallace and 
seven for Carter. 


Washington (AP) - Women are moving 
in greater numbers into what were once 
considered “ men only” jobs and now ac­ 
count for 18%) of America’s blue-colar 
workers, the Labor Department reports 


“ They are working practically every type 
of occupation that was once the private do­ 
main of men,” says Asst Secretary of 
Labor William H. kolberg 
“ Whether it’s subway construction, 
bridge building, boilermakmg, bulldozing, 
truck driving or running big newspaper 
presses — all tough and dirty or dangerous 
jobs — the women are at it." 


The government’s figures show that at 
the end of 1975, women held about 18“7 or 
5.5 million of the 28 2 million blue-collar 
jobs This is up from 14 9% in I960 when 
3 6 million women worked in blue-collar 
occupations, compared with 20.5 million 
men 


While the increase has not been 
dramatic, Kolberg says laws against sex 
discrimination in hiring and promotion 
practices are having a positive impact. 


He cites figures which show a 74 - 
increase in one year in the number of 
women apprentices in 50 occupational 
groupings. And, he noted in an interview, 
all but three of these — beauticians, cooks 
and medical-dental technicians — were 
reserved for men 20 years ago 


The Labor 
Departm ent, which 
recognizes 415 occupations as appren- 
ticeable, reports that 160 or 40% had 
female apprentices last year, double the 
number in 1974 
However, the total 
number of women in registered programs 
was only 3,700 or about 1% of the 400.000 
registered apprentices. 


Among jobs women are being trained tor 


are aircraft and auto mechanics, butchers, 
cabinetm akers, cem ent masons, 
machinists, pipefitters, plasterers, 
plumbers, roofers, structural steelworkers 
and toolmakers 


These are in the apprenticeable trades. 
In addition, the government also reported 
that State Employment Service offices last 
year placed an estimated 15,000 women in 
other blue-collar jobs such as truck and bus 
driving, welding and metal fabricating, 
landscaping and equipment operating 


“ Certainly, there are not enough women 
in all blue-collar occupations to permit 
anyone to say that sex discrimination is a 
thing of the past," Kolberg says. “ But 
there is no question that opportunities for 
women are broadening in all fields, 
professional as well as blue-collar.” 


Hard Hat Yes, Women's Lib No 


NEWARK, Ohio <AP) — Nancy Gilmore 
bosses 28 hardhats who work the oil fields, 
but says she isn’t a woman's libber "You 
can get a lot more accomplished by not 
being controversial.” 


She adds, "Everyone knows I’m of the 
female sex What do I have to prove0” 


Nancy, 29, is vice president of the W.E 
Shrider Co., a firm her late father founded 
nearly four decades ago. Headquartered in 
this central Ohio town, she directs the 
production of 200 wells in an eight-county 
area She prefers being called Nancy. 


At age 23, she was married to James 
Gilmore, a GI she met in Europe while she 
was running service clubs and teaching 
there for the 7th Army after her graduation 


from Drake University. 


“ I was on my way to Vietnam,” she 
recalls. “ I stayed in Europe and got 
married " Two years later, he was dis­ 
charged, they were back in Brownsville, 
Tex., and were divorced 


Nancy says she is vice president of the 
firm "because my father had no sons ” 
There are two sisters who share in the 
profits. The mother, who is president of 
the firm, divides her time between homes 
in nearby Buckeye Lake and Naples, Fla. 
The father died in June 1974 


In the field she wears a hard hat and 
boots The men recognize her truck and 
wave to her as she rolls through the sleepy 
countryside in search of new wells They 


like her She has brought in 50 wells and 
only one has been dry. 


At one of the company’s rigs, driller 
Steven Cottenll, 21, says, “ Nancy is easy to 
work for.” 


She says she gets along fine with the men 
and with the male presidents of other 
firms, often seeking their advice No one 
has made a pass at her, she says, “ because 
the people I work with and play with are 
not the same ” She dates a lot, but never 
tells her escorts she is a vice president of an 
oil firm for fear of making them feel un­ 
comfortable 


“ I am very careful.” she says “ I am 
friendly but impersonal I try hard not to 
give the wTo ng impression ’’ 


Toughest Of Freshmen Is 
Really A "State' Senator

When Jack Mills came to the 
Legislature in 1975 he told a 
reporter that he felt it was im­ 
portant to remember two things 
w hile a member of the 
Unicameral 
‘ I think that first you have to 
do your job the way you see fit, 
and second, you can’t take 
yourself too seriously. A guy has 
got to keep a sense of humor.” 
Mills said 
Thirteen months later, there is 
probably no member of the 
Legislature whose reputation for 
candidness, and a sense of 
humor exceeds that of the law­ 
maker from Big Springs, 
" You need people like Jack 
MilLs in the Legislature because 
they help to keep everyone else 
honest," said Omaha Sen. John 
Cavanaugh 
“ M ills is the 
toughest of the freshmen, he 
takes his positions on issues, 
without regard to what might 
happen to his own bills in 
retribution. ” 
Neligh Sen. John DeCamp has 
been at cross purposes with 
Mills on a few occasions “ The 
thing about Jack is that he 
watches a lot of things outside 
the interest of his district He 
really is a state' senator, and so 
every once in awhile somebody 
may feel like he’s taking an in­ 
terest in something that maybe 
he doesn’t need to,” 


“ I admit I have never seen 
anyone who can use poignant 
humor to make you laugh with 
him. while he is ripping your 
position apart at the same 
time." 
Mills, candidness and humor 
are more apparent than another 
side of hint — the man who says 
he ' probably won't seek a se­ 
cond 
te rm ,” 
but 
who 
acknowledges he works full-time 
at his office all-year round 
“ because for so long as I'm here 
I’m going to do this the best way 
I know how." 
An example 
Mills has an 
ongoing concern about real es­ 
tate laws because several people, 
outside his district, have com­ 
plained to him about them “ I 
had to get more familiar with 
the situation, the statutes and 
regulations," Mills said So, he 
went to school and became a 
licensed real estate broker even 
though he has no connection 
whatever with the business. 
But it is the Mills sense of 
humor that has drawn attention, 
to some extent, to his work on 
the floor 
He was strongly opposed to a 
bill that would have allowed 
state money to be used in 
building a race track in Buffalo 
County. 
After opposing it for days, 
Mills stood on the floor to 
withdraw a damaging amend­ 
ment and added, “ I’ve seen the 


light on this issue.” He then 
brought a roar from his 
colleagues by offering an amend­ 
ment that would let his own 
Keith County build a dog racing 
track, and commenting that 
“this is the light I've seen — 
we've got the concessions sold, 
some guys out there want to un­ 
load some land, and I get to park 
the cars 
“ It was a way for me to point 
out what I thought were some 
bad things about the bill, and it 
let me do it without browbeating 
anyone," Mills said later. 
Mills acknowledges that some 
of his colleagues have on occa­ 
sion told him his humor was just 
too blunt to be. well, humorous. 
There was the time, on the 
race track bill, when he couldn't 
get enough votes for a motion he 
wanted. He stepped up to his 
microphone and said, 
‘Well 
then, does anybody want a 
iobster?" 
The night before the vote, 
some senators had attended a 
lobster dinner provided by the 
chambers of commerce of Grand 
Island, Kearney and Hastings. 
Mills will also tell you that he 
“ doesn’t like Mickey Mouse 
beating around the bush,’ That 
was evident the day he stood to 
support a state office building 
for North Platte, and bluntly 
said what is usually only hinted 
at: "Why don’t some of you 
senators from the eastern part of

the state get behind us here, and 
show us that you're willing to do 
something for western Nebraska 
— we support a lot of things for 
you guys when you ask " 


There are times when the sub­ 
tle wit can backfire at least a bit 
Mills apparently was skeptical 
about a newsletter written by 
Rep Virginia Smith, indicating 
that she was working with the

CST under gray skies to end the 
return trip from Conton, with 
stops in Tokyo and .Anchorage, 
Alaska 
Nixon, who lives an hour's 
drive away at his seaside San 
Clemente estate to the south, 
smiled and waved to a small 
crowd as he left the plane and 
immediately entered a nearby 
limousine.

Primary Numbness Is Setting In 


There are some of us who tend to view 


planning for the future in terms of 
priorities rather than raw figures — not 
that the two are completely divorced. But 
it's our feeling that basing decisions for the 
future on assumed figures can be a 
somewhat futile exercise. 


Local officials are now arguing about 


how many people will be carpooling in the 
future. For street improvement planning 
purposes, they are asking, should transpor- 
tation planners assume a 1.75 people per 
car carpooling ratio, or assume that there 
will be only 1.4 people per car in the future, 
or 1.25 people per car? Planning Commis- 
sion members think that the 1.75 people 
per car estimate is recklessly high. They 
might be right. Although 1.25 people per 
car as a carpooling assumption might be 
too low. 


But we're wondering what difference 


it makes. 


We think a street improvement policy 


should be based on priority considerations. 
If motorist convenience has top priority 
over private property ownership, en- 
vironmental protection, energy conserva- 
tion, a pleasant and tranquil quality of life 
and all other priority capital expenditures, 
the street widening crews can start 


working around the clock. We might then 
arrive at a carpooling ratio of 1.0 people 
per car. 


On the other hand, if we take all 


priorities into account and motorist con- 
venience doesn't rate so high, and as a city 
we decide not to widen and build, grade 
and pave everything in sight, perhaps those 
decisions will result in a carpooling ratio of 
1.4 of 1.75 people per car. 


The decisions that are made may force 


people to alter their life-style in some 
respects. Our priorities will dictate which 
respects. 


We should first decide what kind of a 


city we want to live in and then what kind 
of a street pattern we want to fit in that 
kind of city. 


It isn't necessary to assume how many 


people will be carpooling in the future in 
order to make those decisions. We won't be 
predicating our future supply of motor fuel 
on how many people will carpool. To the 
contrary, the supply and cost of fuel may 
dictate carpooling. The desirability and 
costs of street improvements should dic- 
tate transportation modes in the future, 
and not the other way around. We can't 
base street decisions on groundless 
assumptions. 


Goodbye Eleventh Commandment 


Democratic candidates would never be 


so unrealistic as to propose a moratorium 
on sniping, backbiting and taking critical 
potshots at one another. Niceness has 
never been the way of the Democrats. 


The candidates, all 10 to 15 of them,' 


had been fairly gracious in their comments 
up until frontrunnership was vested in Jim- 
my Carter by the voters of New 
Hampshire. 


AH of a sudden the gloves have come 


off, a la Democratic politics. Carter now is 
assailed by his tormenting and trailing op- 
ponents, by media observers and members 
of the other party, as a dangerous 
American, more Republican than 
Democrat and — worst of all — as 
"vague.." That charge — coming from 
masters of vagueness, Democrats and 
Republicans alike — is thus steeped in 
irony. It is as if Carter is afflicted with a 
new and horrible disease never before 
visited upon politicians. They act like 
Carter should be quarantined in Georgia 
for the duration. But we all know that 
"vague" is an old political disease of 
epidemic proportions. 


Carter has run a personal campaign, 


selling himself, not his positions, and on oc- 
casion having to rationalize past 
statements, sometimes not so successfully. 
He has been specific, too, but that is 
overlooked. 


Carter will have to be more specific on 


the issues as the campaign unwinds and his 


opponents corner him. And of course, 
when he is specific, the others will say his 
positions are not the policies that are right 
for America. 


This is Democratic politics, in fact, all 


politics, in its natural state. 


The Eleventh Commandment as 


written by Reagan — "Thou shalt never 
speak ill of another Republican," or some 
such nonsense — would never have been 
rewritten for Democrats and it wouldn't 
have worked if it had. 


It won't work for a Republican who 


wants to be successful, either. If the other 
guy is talking out of both sides of his 
mouth, if he says one thing and does 
another, if he denies making statements or 
taking positions that can be documented, it 
is in his opponent's interests to point cut 
the discrepancies to the voters, and if that 
means suggesting somebody is a liar or a 
phony, or just plain wrong, so be it 


Ford has been tough with Reagan, and 


it has helped define the differences 
between them. Reagan is going to have to 
be tough with Ford if he is to recapture lost 
ground. The Eleventh Commandment has. 
to be broken. We're not advocating un- 
restrained personal attacks on candidates 
by other candidates. But phony states of 
truce between candidates in which only 
polite attention is given the differences 
between them are a disservice to the 
voters.

Primary Numbness Is Setting In 


There are some of us who tend to view 
planning for the future in terms of 
priorities rather than raw figures — not 
that the two are completely divorced. But 
it s our feeling that basing decisions for the 
future on assumed figures can be a 
somewhat futile exercise. 


Local officials are now arguing about 
how many people will be carpooling in the 
future. For street improvement planning 
purposes, they are asking, should transpor­ 
tation planners assume a 1.75 people per 
car carpooling ratio, or assume that there 
will be only 1 4 people per car in the future, 
or 1 25 people per car'7 Planning Commis­ 
sion members think that the 1.75 people 
per car estimate is recklessly high. They 
might be right Although 1.25 people per 
car as a carpooling assumption might be 
too low. 


But we re wondering what difference 
it makes. 
We think a street improvement policy 
should be based on priority considerations. 
If motorist convenience has top priority 
over private property ownership, en­ 
vironmental protection, energy conserva­ 
tion, a pleasant and tranquil quality of life 
and all other priority capital expenditures, 
the street widening crews can start 


working around the clock. We might then 
arrive at a carpooling ratio of 1.0 people 
per car. 
On the other hand, if we take all 
priorities into account and motorist con­ 
venience doesn't rate so high, and as a city 
we decide not to widen and build, grade 
and pave everything in sight, perhaps those 
decisions will result in a carpooling ratio of 
1.4 of 1.75 people per car 


The decisions that are made may force 
people to alter their life-style in some 
respects. Our priorities will dictate which 
respects. 
We should first decide what kind of a 
city we want to live in and then what kind 
of a street pattern we want to fit in that 
kind of city. 


It isn’t necessary to assume how many 
people will be carpooling in the future in 
order to make those decisions We won’t be 
predicating our future supply of motor fuel 
on how many people will carpool. To the 
contrary, the supply and cost of fuel may 
dictate carpooling. The desirability and 
costs of street improvements should dic­ 
tate transportation modes in the future, 
and not the other way around. We can’t 
base street decisions on groundless 
assumptions. 


Goodbye Eleventh Commandment 


Democratic candidates would never be 
so unrealistic as to propose a moratorium 
on sniping, backbiting and taking critical 
potshots at one another.

He has been specific, too, but that is 
overlooked. 
Carter will have to be more specific on 
the issues as the campaign unwinds and his 


opponents corner him. And of course, 
when he is specific, the others will say his 
positions are not the policies that are right 
for America. 


This is Democratic politics, in fact, all 
politics, in its natural state. 
The Eleventh Commandment as 
written by Reagan — "Thou shalt never 
speak ill of another Republican,” or some 
such nonsense — would never have been 
rewrritten for Democrats and it wouldn't 
have worked if it had.

Then the convention could turn 
into a scramble with Vice Presi­ 
dent Nelson Rockefeller and 
others rushing into the breach. 
In my view this is most unlikely. 


On the Democratic side, the 
revelation in New Hampshire 
confirmed what we have known 
all alorig; that there are deep 
divisions in the party, which may 
in the end be unbridgeable. 
Jimmy Carter, the peanut 
fanner from Georgia, did a fan­ 
tastic organizing job for 10 
months and came out with 31% 
of the vote.

The attraction on the liberal 
side was certainly Morris Udall 
of Arizona. This big, rangy Lin­ 
colnian figure with comparative­ 
ly little organizing muscle, aside 
from his young and eager 
volunteers, came in second with

In that classic maxim, the 
Democrats “ can go farther and 
do worse” than this dynamic 
Westerner who has served so 
well in the House of Represen­ 
tatives — and they probably will. 


The great big fly in the 
Democratic ointment is Gov. 
George C. Wallace of Alabama. 


The gloomy foreboding is that he 
will come out No. 1 in the 
M assachusetts 
prim ary 
tomorrow. The answer is busing 
and the fierce passions it has 
aroused in and around Boston. 
Wallace understands how to 
exploit that issue with racist 
overtones inherent but not 
defined.

Democratic campaign of­ 
ficials, when they walk privately, 
are frank in saying that they 
would like to see Reagan get the 
nomination. Running against an 
incumbent President, no matter 
what scars he carries out of the 
past, is bound to be a lot tougher 
than standing up to a candidate 
who has emerged from a 
mauling match with the head of 
his own party 
New Hampshire, in fact, 
settled nothing.

The cosmetic side of these 
primaries is depressing; the can­ 
didate all set for television 
handshaking his way down an 
assembly line or through a 
supermarket.

Remedies have been dis­ 
cussed, perhaps a single 
nationwide primary, 
Udall proposed more than a 
year ago that Congress set three 
primary dates with each state 
entitled to make a choice, 
thereby eliminating the furor 
over one small community like 
New Hampshire. 
But, as with so many other 
things. Congress simply has not 
acted.

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Poll: Humphrey Viewed Favorably

The long shadow over the 


Democratic primary season 
belongs to Minnesota Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, an un- 
declared candidate who gives 
every impression that he will 
jump at his parry's nomination 
for President if it is offered to 
him next July. A recent in-depth 
public profile of Humphrey in- 
dicates the public has a highly 
favorable opinion of this veteran 
Democratic campaigner. 


Here are the attributes that 


Humphrey has going for him, ac- 
cording to a recent Harris Survey 
of 1,394 adult Americans: 


-A 72-9% majority feels that 


Humphrey is a "warm, decent, 
friendly man." A comparable 73- 
12% majority felt the same 
about him in 1972. 


-A 63-13% majority views 


him as "a man of high in- 
tegrity." This is an important at- 
tribute in the post-Watergate 
era, and it has particular 
significance for Humphrey since 
his former campaign manager 
was found guilty of taking illegal 
campaign contributions from the 
milk lobby. 


-A 41-22% plurality >r the 


survey found the conviction of 
this former Humphrey aid 
"worrisome." But clearly the 
miik contribution affair has not

dimmed the senator's basic 
reputation for integrity. 


—A 55-167.7 majority believes 


that Humphrey "really cares 
what happens to the un- 
employed." This could be an im- 
portant advantage for him if un- 
employment continues to run at 
high levels. It is also significant 
because a 63-29% majority 
believes that President Ford 
holds no such compassion for the 
jobless. This gut issue would be 
working solidly in Humphrey's 
favor, especially among the 50% 
who express concern over un- 
employment. 


—A 56-237o majority credits 


Humphrey with being "unafraid 
to speak his mind on controver- 
sial subjects." This feeling takes 
the sting out of the public charge 
that Humphrey's rhetoric is full 
of platitudes designed to soothe 
the electorate. 


—A 53-327o majority belives 


that his "long experience in 
government qualifies him for the 
presidency." This is a slight im- 


provement over the 51-387« 
majority who agreed with this 
claim In 1972. 


Despite the overwhelmingly 


positive reactions to Humphrey, 
there are some negatives in the 
recent survey: 


-By 51-31%, a majority still 


believes that "he is too long- 
winded when he speaks," a 
slight improvement over the at- 
titude of four years ago. The 
senator's reputation for 
excessive verbosity is so solid he 
is unlikely to change it, even if 
he has been shortening his 
remarks lately. 


—A 44-33% plurality agrees 


with the serious charge that "he 
belongs more to the past than 
to the future of American 
politics." A higher 46-31% felt 
the same way in 1972 wlien he 
ran and lost the Democratic 
nomination 
to George 


McGovern. 


—A 47-27% plurality of people 


under 30 agrees with the above 
charge, which accounts for 
Humphrey's consistently weak 
showing among youthful voters. 
This criticism suggests that 
many young Democrats might 
not vote if he is the candidate 
this year. But Humphrey's links 
with Uie past also explain why he 


does relatively better among 
voters 50 and over, who are 
more inclined to come out on 
election day. 


—By a narrow 31-29% plurali- 


ty, the public believes that "as 
President Humphrey would be 
a big spender." The thinness of 
the margin is a surprise, for it 
means that President Ford's 
constant attacks on the 
Democratic Congress for 
excessive spending has not hurt 
Humphrey, although he is a 
leading Democratic senator. If 
he becomes a candidate, 
however, he will be a target for 
any Republican who wants to 
pound away on the spending 
issue. 


—The old charge that haunted 


Humphrey in 1968 and 1972 that 
he was "too closely connected 
with President Johnson's mis- 
takes in Vietanm" is now denied 
by a razor-thin, 36-34% plurality. 
Four years ago, a 46-31 % plurali- 
ty believed this charge, but as 
time passes, the Vietnam han- 
dicap appears to be fading away. 
' Hubert Humphrey may have 
become a fixture on the 
American political scene, but it 
is now apparent that he is a for- 
midable figure to potential 
Democratic and Republican op- 
ponents.

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Poll: Humphrey Viewed Favorably

The long shadow over the 
Democratic primary season 
belongs to Minnesota Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, an un­ 
declared candidate who gives 
every impression that he will 
jump at his party's nomination 
for President if it is offered to 
him next July. A recent in-depth 
public profile of Humphrey in­ 
dicates the public has a highly 
favorable opinion of this veteran 
Democratic campaigner. 
Here are the attributes that 
Humphrey has going for him, ac­ 
cording to a recent Harris Survey 
of 1,394 adult Americans: 
—A 72-9%> majority feels that 
Humphrey is a “ warm, decent, 
friendly man." A comparable 73- 
\27, majority felt the same 
about him in 1972. 
—A 63-13% majority views 
him as “ a man of high in­ 
tegrity.” This Is an important at­ 
tribute in the post-Watergate 
era, and it has particular 
significance for Humphrey since 
his former campaign manager 
was found guilty of taking illegal 
campaign contributions from the 
milk lobby. 
—A 41-22% plurality in the 
survey found the conviction of 
this former Humphrey aid 
‘ worrisome.” But clearly the 
milk contribution affair has not

dimmed the senator’s basic 
reputation for integrity. 
-A 55-16% majority believes 
that Humphrey “ really cares 
what happens to the un­ 
employed.” This could be an im­ 
portant advantage for him if un­ 
employment continues to run at 
high levels. It is also significant 
because a 63-29% majority 
believes that President Ford 
holds no such compassion for the 
jobless. This gut issue would be 
working solidly m Humphrey's 
favor, especially among the 50% 
who express concern over un­ 
employment. 
—A 56-23% majority credits 
Humphrey with being “ unafraid 
to speak his fnind on controver­ 
sial subjects.” This feeling takes 
the sting out of the public charge 
that Humphrey's rhetoric is full 
of platitudes designed to soothe 
the electorate. 
—A 53-32% majority belives 
that his “ long experience in 
government qualifies him for the 
presidency." This is a slight im­ 


provement over the 51-38% 
majority who agreed with this 
claim in 1972. 
Despite the overwhelmingly 
positive reactions to Humphrey, 
there are some negatives in the 
recent survey: 


—By 51-31%, a majority still 
believes that “ he Is too long- 
winded when he speaks,” a 
slight improvement over the at­ 
titude of four years ago. The 
senator’s reputation for 
excessive verbosity is so solid he 
Is unlikely to change it, even if 
he has been shortening his 
remarks lately. 


—A 44-33% plurality agrees 
with the serious charge that “ he 
belongs more to the past than 
to the future of American 
politics.” A higher 46-31% felt 
the same way in 1972 when he 
ran and lost the Democratic 
nom ination 
to 
George 
McGovern. 


—A 47-27% plurality of people 
under 30 agrees with the above 
charge, which accounts for 
Humphrey's consistently weak 
showing among youthful voters. 
This criticism suggests that 
many young Democrats might 
not vote if he is the candidate 
this year. But Humphrey’s links 
with the past also explain why he 


does relatively better among 
voters 50 and over, who are 
more inclined to come out on 
election day. 
—By a narrow 31-29% plurali­ 
ty, the public believes that “ as 
President, Humphrey would be 
a big spender.” The thinness of 
the margin is a surprise, for it 
means that President Ford's 
constant attacks on the 
Dem ocratic Congress for 
excessive spending has not hurt 
Humphrey, although he is a 
leading Democratic senator. If 
he becomes a candidate, 
however, he will be a target for 
any Republican who wants to 
pound away on the spending 
Issue. 


—The old charge that haunted 
Humphrey in 1968 and 1972 that 
he was “ too closely connected 
with President Johnson’s mis­ 
takes in Vietanm” Is now denied 
by a razor-thin, 36-34% plurality. 
Four years ago, a 46-31% plurali­ 
ty believed this charge, but as 
time passes, the Vietnam han­ 
dicap appears to be fading away.

ake Care When Removing Stains

ruin a garment if steps aren't 
taken to remove them by a 
method which will not harm the 
fabric. 


Successful stain removal starts 


with the selection of a suitable 


method for the particular stain, 
the fabric and finish, according 
to Jane Speece. Extension 
Specialist in Clothing at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


"If you are not sure what 


caused the stain, it will help if 
you can teil if it is a greasy stain, 
a non-greasy stain or a combina- 
tion of the two," she said. 


For non-greasy stains, the 


stain should be sponged with 
cool water, but some may 
require soaking for several 
hours. If the stain persists,'Mrs. 
Speece recommends working the 
soap or detergent into the stain, 
rinsing it and then laundering it 
as usual. If the color stain 
remains, a bleach may be 
necessary. 


Greasy and oily stains require 


rubbing soap or detergent into 
the stain and rinsing with warm 
water. If the stain persists after 
laundering, soak overnight in 
detergent solution. 


Stubborn grease may require a 


spot remover, according to Mrs. 
Speece, but certain precautions 
should be taken in the use of 
spot removers 


The stain remover should be 


applied to the underside of the 
fabric so that the stain will be 
washed from the surface of the 
fabric rather than through it. 


The stain should be placed 


face down on a soft white cloth 
or paper toweling and then 
sponged with a dampened cotton 
pad or soft cloth with the spot 
remover. 


Light brushing motions should 


be used in working from the 
center of the stain which should 
be sponged irregularly around 
the edges so that there will be 
less chance of a line when the 
fabric dries. 


Car should be taken to replace 


the undercloth and sponging 


doth as they become stained and 
to not let the remover dry on the 
fabric. To flush the stain 
remover from the garment, rinse 
or launder it. 


When using spot removers, 


Mrs. Speece warns that non- 
flammable ones should be 
chosen and a well-ventilated 
area used for applying the spot 
remover. 


For a combination of greasy 


and non-greasy tiains, the stain 
should be sponged or soaked in 
cool water. If, after rubbing with 
liquid soap or detergent and rin- 
sing a greasy stain remains, use a 
spot remover. If, after 
laundering, any stain persists, a 
bleach may be used. 


But bleaches also bring war- 


nings from experts. They'are an 
aid in removing many spots and 
stains but chlorine bleaches are 
strong and can cause fabric 
damage if not used properly. 


They should not be used on 


silk, wool, spandex or some 
resin-treated fabric. They may 
be used with care on all other 
fibers and with colored fabrics, 
but package directions should be 
followed closely. 


Oxygen bleaches are con- 


sidered safe for all fabrics, fibers 
and finishes. Although bleach ac- 
tion is mild, they are most effec- 
tive in hot water but care should 
be taken to use water only as hot 
as is safe for the fiber and fabric. 


Color removers can be used on 


white fabrics of various fiber 
contents and finishes. They 
should not be used on dyed 
fabrics as they will remove or 
change the color of the dye.

If you're planning to make a bicentennial 


dress, you might want to check your grand- 
mother's attic or the contents of that old trunk 
which has been handed down through the family. 


Using truly old fabric may require more time 


and patience than laying new material; but 
there's satisfaction in working with something 
which has some heritage, and you may have fun 
doing it. 


"It was fun and we really enjoyed doing it," 


say Mrs. Robert Brehm and her 13-year-old 
daughter, Lynne, about making a bicentennial 
dress from an old feather bed cover. 


Mrs. Brehm said she wasn't sure how old the 


cover was but her grandmother had packed it 
away after considerable use and wear more than 
40 years ago. 


"When my grandmother died, the feather 


bed cover was in a trunk," Mrs. Brehm said, 
noting that it had been packed away because it 
was delicate and showed signs of wear with 
patches to hide the worn spots. 


The cover contained many yards of white 


background material with a dainty pattern of red 
rosebuds and black leaves and dots. 


Mrs. Brehm said after her grandmother's 


death she brought it home along with some early 
19GOs vintage lace and packed it away. 


She said when Lynne's 4-H group was doing 


Bicentennial projects last summer she suggested 
that fabric and lace were possibilities for making 
a dress with a true heritage. 
, 


"It was a struggle," she said, to rip the very 


tiny stitching out of the feather bed cover and to 


prepare the cover for dress fabric. 


The Brehms threw the material in the 


automatic washer to see if the aged fabric would 
withstand the treatment. 


"I thought if Lynne were going to put hours 


of work in on it we needed to know if it was really 
worth the effort," Mrs. Brehm said. 


The material was "limp like a dishrag" when 


it was taken from the washing machine, accor- 
ding to Mrs. Brehm's description, so she and 
Lynne spent considerable time putting body into 
the fabric with spray starch, dampening and 
ironing it before me dress could be cut out. 


Ripping out stitches, ripping off patches, 


yanking it and putting it through machine 
washing didn't seem to phase the durability of the 
fabric, she said. 


"I assume the cotton material was 80 square 


percale," Mrs. Brehm said, noting that her grand- 
mother always insisted that material had to be 
"80 square." 
' 


Using a commercial pattern, Lynne added 


new eyelet material for a panel down the front 
and for elongated cuffs on the sleeves for variety 
in the dress design. 


"She also lined the entire dress and made a 


petticoat out of new material to wear under the 
dress to take some of the stress off the old 
material," Mrs. Brehm said about the dress 
which won Lynne a purple ribbon at the Lan- 
caster County Fair last fall

Oops! There goes a cup of 
coffee right down the front of 
that new dress. 
And those unwanted stains can 


ruin a garment if steps aren't 
taken to remove them by a 
method which will not harm the 
fabric. 
Successful stain removal starts 
with the selection of a suitable 


method for the particular stain, 
the fabric and finish, according 
to Jane Speece, Extension 
Specialist in Clothing at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
‘‘If you are not sure what 


caused the stain, it will help if 
you can tell if it is a greasy stain, 
a non-greasy stain or a combina­ 
tion of the two,” she said. 
For non-greasy stains, the 
stain should be sponged with 
cool water, but some may 
require soaking for several 
hours. If the stain persists,* Mrs. 
Speece recommends working the 
soap or detergent into the stain, 
rinsing it and then laundering it 
as usual. If the color stain 
remains, a bleach may be 
necessary. 
Greasy and oily staias require 
rubbing soap or detergent into 
the stain and rinsing with warm 
water. If the stain persists after 
laundering, soak overnight in 
detergent solution. 
Stubborn grease may require a 
spot remover, according to Mrs. 
Speece, but certain precautions 
should be taken in the use of 
spot removers. 


The stain remover should be 
applied to the underside of the 
fabric so that the stain will be 
washed from the surface of the 
fabric rather than through it. 
The stain should be placed 
face down on a soft white cloth 
or paper toweling and then 
sponged with a dampened cotton 
pad or soft cloth with the spot 
remover. 
Light brushing motions should 
be used in working from the 
center of the stain which should 
be sponged irregularly around 
the edges so that there will be 
less chance of a line when the 
fabric dries. 
Car should be taken to replace 
the undercloth and sponging 


cloth as they become stained and 
to not let the remover dry on the 
fabric. To flush the stain 
remover from the garment, rinse 
or launder it. 
When using spot removers, 
Mrs. Speece warns that non­ 
flammable ones should be 
chosen and a well-ventilated 
area used for applying the spot 
remover. 
For a combination of greasy 
and non-greasy stains, the stain 
should be sponged or soaked in 
cool water. If, after rubbing with 
liquid soap or detergent and rin­ 
sing a greasy stain remains, use a 
spot rem over. 
If, after 
laundering, any stain persists, a 
bleach may be used. 
But bleaches also bring war­ 
nings from experts. They are an 
aid in removing many spots and 
stains but chlorine bleaches are 
strong and can cause fabric 
damage if not used properly. 
They should not be used on 
silk, wool, spandex or some 
resin-treated fabric. They may 
be used with care on all other 
fibers and with colored fabrics, 
but package directions should be 
followed closely. 


Oxygen bleaches are con­ 
sidered safe for all fabrics, fibers 
and finishes. Although bleach ac­ 
tion is mild, they are most effec­ 
tive in hot water but care should 
be taken to use water only as hot 
as is safe for the fiber and fabric. 
Color removers can be used on 
white fabrics of various fiber 
contents and finishes. They 
should not be used on dyed 
fabrics as they will remove or 
change the coior of the dye.

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LYNNE BREHM ... made dress from great-gran dmother's bed cover.

if you're planning to make a bicentennial 
dress, you might want to check your grand­ 
mother's attic or the contents of that old trunk 
which has been handed down through the family. 
Using truly old fabric may require more time 
and patience than buying new material; but 
there’s satisfaction in working with something 
which has some heritage, and you may have fun 
doing it. 
“ It was fun and we really enjoyed doing it,” 
say Mrs. Robert Brehm and her 15-year-old 
daughter, Lynne, about making a bicentennial 
dress from an old feather bed cover 
Mrs. Brehm said she wasn’t sure how old the 
cover was but her grandmother had packed it 
away after considerable use and wear more than 
40 years ago, 
"When my grandmother died, the feather 
bed cover was in a trunk,” Mrs. Brehm said, 
noting that it had been packed away because it 
was delicate and showed signs of wear with 
patches to hide the worn spots. 
The cover contained many yards of white 
background material with a dainty pattern of red 
rosebuds and black leaves and dots 
Mrs. Brehm said after her grandmother’s 
death she brought it home along with some early 
1900s vintage lace and packed it away. 
She said when Lynne’s 4-H group was doing 
Bicentennial projects last summer she suggested 
that fabnc and lace were possibilities for making 
a dress with a true heritage. 
"It was a struggle," she said, to rip the very 
tiny stitching out of the feather bed cover and to 


prepare the cover for dress fabric. 
The Brehms threw the material in the 
automatic washer to see if the aged fabric would 
withstand the treatment. 
"I thought if Lynne were going to put hours 
of work in on it we needed to know if it was really 
worth the effort," Mrs. Brehm said. 
The material was “ limp like a dishrag" when 
it was taken from the washing machine, accor­ 
ding to Mrs. Brehm’s description, so she and 
Lynne spent considerable time putting body into 
the fabric with spray starch, dampening and 
ironing it before the dress could be cut out. 
Ripping out stitches, ripping off patches, 
yanking it and putting it through machine 
washing didn't seem to phase the durability of the 
fabric, she said 
“ I assume the cotton material was 80 square 
percale,” Mrs Brehm said, noting that her grand­ 
mother always insisted that material had to be 
‘‘80 square." 
Using a commercial pattern. Lynne added 
new eyelet material for a panel down the front 
and for elongated cuffs on the sleeves for variety 
in the dress design. 
“ She also lined the entire dress and made a 
petticoat out of new material to wear under the 
dress to take some of the stress off the old 
material,” Mrs. Brehm said about the dress 
which won Lynne a purple ribbon at the Lan­ 
caster County Fair last fall. 
The dress may not be the only project the 
Brehms will undertake with recycled materials. 
“ I haven’t done anything with the lace yet,” 
Mrs. Brehm said, adding that using that could be 
another fun project

Chagas and Assumpcao were 
North-South for Brazil, the

Assumpcao’s two notrump bid 
was a psychological ploy — he 
was trying to mislead the the 
opponents by presenting a 
picture of greater high-card 
strength than he actually had. 


But West, unintimidated, 
went to four spades, and North 
doubled on the basis of his 
partner's two notrump bid. 


However, Assumpcao — con­ 


scious of having misrepresent­ 
ed his hand earlier — retreated 
to five diamonds, which West 
doubled. 
Assumpcao certainly did not 
expect to make five diamonds 
— he had four dubs, a heart and 
possibly a trump to lose — but 
the dummy that came down was 
a godsend. He lost two club 
tricks straightaway, but easily 
made the contract, scoring 550 
points. 


The bidding was hectic at the 
second table also. With the U.S. 
now North-South, the bidding 
went:

It is hard to blame West for 
bidding six, which seemed 
likely to be made after East’s 
leap to four spades. South led 
the K-Q of hearts, shifted to the 
king of diamonds, and East 
eventually went down two — 500 
points. 
So Brazil gained 50 points on 
the exchange of punts -- not 
much of a swing, considering all 
the action there was at each 
table.

The soybean research at Iowa 


State University under the direc- 
tion of Dr. John Hanway, may 
have 
achieved 
a real 


breakthrough in crop produc- 
tion. 


The ISU team has managed to 


boost yields of soybeans 
remarkably by spraying a liquid 
fertilizer at the time of seed set. 


Apparently plants tend to 


move nutrients from the plant to 
the seed rather than from the 
soil to the seed via the root 
system. The trick is to supply the 
right amount of food to the 
leaves on the right day. 


Dr. Don Hanway, chairman of 


the University of Nebraska 
department of agronomy, points 
out that there are probably many 
differences in the way varieties 
of soybeans respond to the treat- 
ment. 


The process is several years 


away from use by most farmers, 
but undoubtedly some in- 
novators won't be willing wait 


for the researchers to publish 
their data.

The calves go into a training

tronic kick on any door, be is 
equipped with a key and put into 
a pen in which he can open only 
one door and the experiment 
begins.

Magwire said there are a few 


bugs in the system. 


"If the animal gets his key wet 


it won't work and once in a while 
a lock gets broken. But it sure 
beats keeping each calf In its 
own pen," he said 


Dr. Farlin said installation 


costs several thousand dollars 
less thsta individual pens but said 
"the real savings come from less 
labor. The large pens are basical- 
ly self-cleaning while single pens 
have to be cleaned by hand." 


The animals also are in a 


realistic feedtot environment in- 
stead of being denied exercise in 
a cramped pen. Therefore 
testing of new rations is more 


likely to work when tried on a 
larger scale. 


Farlin said the system is not 


practical for the average feedlot 
operator because of the expense 
of the doors, but noted that a 
number of dairy farms have used 
the system. 


Dairymen try to feed each 


milk cow according to bow much 
milk she is producing. With the 
long life of the dairy cow, the 
training program is worthwhile 
and the benefits of the individual 
feeding add to the value of the 
program. 


Dr. Farlin's new barn has 


been visited by scientists from 
other universities seeking ways 
to cut costs in their programs. 


Funds for the barn came from 


the sale of land and buildings at 
the Adams Street farm in. Lin- 
coln. 


"This facility replaces all 


those single pens we had in the 
barn at Lincoln. The building 
itself is made from several old 
ammunition storage buildings 
we moved to the site here at the 
field lab," he said. 


The field laboratory is on the 


site of a World War ft ammuni- 
tion factory which was turned 
over to the university several 
years ago.

The continuing dry weather in 


the High Plains wheat area is a 
matter of a real concern but it 
doesn't mean there will be no 
food in America. 


We normally produce about 


three times the wheat we eat, 
unless the government limits the 
size of plantings. 


It will have to get pretty dry to 


kill two-thirds of the crop. 
Besides that, we have nearly 
enough in storage on farms to 
get by without a crop. 


Fanners are much better 


equipped and trained on dealing 
with blowing dirt than in the 
1930s.

The soy bean research at Iowa 
State University under the direc­

The ISU team has manag ed to 
boost y ields of soy bea ns 
remarkably by spray ing a liquid 
fertilizer at the time of seed set. 
Apparently plants tend to 
move nutrients from the plant to 
the seed rather than from the 
soil to the seed via the root 
sy stem. The trick is to supply the 
rig ht amount of food to the 
leaves on the rig ht day . 
Dr Don Hanway , chairman of 
the University of Nebraska 
department of ag ronomy , points 
out that there are probably many 
differences in the way varieties 
of soy beans respond to the treat­ 
ment.

The larg e pens are basical­ 
ly self-cleaning while sing le pens 
have to be cloned by hand.” 


The animals also are in a 
realistic feedlot environment in­ 
stead of being denied ex ercise in 
a cramped pen 
Therefore 
testing of new rations is more 


hkely to work when tried on a 
larg er scale. 


Farlin said the sy stem is not 
practical for the averag e feedlot 
operator because of the ex pense 
of the doors, but noted that a 
number of dairy farms have used 
the sy stem. 


Dairy men try to feed each 
milk cow according to how much 
milk she is producing . With the 
long life of the dairy cow, the 
training prog ram is wMthwhile 
and the b^efits of the individual 
feeding ^dd to the value of the 
prc^am. 


Dr. Farlin's new bam has 
been visited by scientists from 
other universities seeking way s 
to cut costs in their prog rams. 
Funds for the bam came from 
the sale of land and building s at 
the Adams Street farm in Lin­ 
coln. 


“ This facility replaces all 
those sing le pens we had in the 
ham at Lincoln. The building 
itself is made from several old 
ammunition storag e building s 
we moved to the site here at the 
field lab,” he said.

In aoTinterview from Washington, Wood blamed 


(hnaha Public Property Supervisor Walter Peffer Jr. 
!<>r triggering the controversy and said the jeep issue 
wasn t the first involving Peffer with the federal 
KO\. prnment 


"We've had complaints about Mr. Peffer 


before.' Wood said, "when he has gone to General 
Service Administration depots and frozen excess 
equipment under the guise of the Old West Regional 
Commission when he had no authority to do so." 


Wood said Peffer has apparently used so-called 


screening cards he has obtained from other federal 
agencies to again access to the GSA facilities and 
freeze the equipment in question. A freeze prevents 
any other non-federal governmental agency from ob- 
taining the equipment. 


"We've had the GSA call us on several occasions, 


and tell us 'We've got people from .Omaha here 
freezing property in your name' ", Wood said, "and 
we know nothing about it.' 


If Omaha persists m violating commission 


guidelines, Wood, a Scottsbluff native who was ap- 
pointed by President Ford, said the commission 
could order Omaha to return property previously ob- 


tained under the program. 


"I would also have to inform other federal agen- 


cies about the discrepancies in Omaha," Wood said, 
"and ask them to examine equipment the city has 
obtained from them to see if it is being properly 
utilized." 


From Lincoln, Gov. J. J. Exon said he wpuld 


attempt to "arbitrate" the dispute since both Wood 
and Omaha Mayor Edward Zorinsky were "both 
good friends from whom I have a great deal of 
respect." 


Exon noted Nebraska has received the majority 


of the estimated $9 million in excess federal equip- 
ment distributed by the commission since the 
program was initiated. 


"My key interest is to see that these jeeps are 


properly distributed in Nebraska,' Exon said. "I 
believe I can arbitrate to the best interests of all con- 
cerned." 


Wood contended Omaha has "never asked us for 


a jeep," adding the City of Omaha even made 
arrangements for selling several of the jeeps, on 
which the commission still holds the titles, to other 
communities. 


"The City of Omaha did make an agreement and 


did in fact illegally transfer to other Nebraska com- 
munities property that doesn't belong to them," 
Wood said. "They can't be in the business of 
operating a sideshow by this type selling." 


In a Feb. 13 Omaha World-Herald story, Peffer 


bragged about obtaining the jeeps after the city 
listed "radio sets" as the property it wanted. The 
radio sets were in the jeeps. 


"The only document that crossed the State of 


Nebraska's desk is a document that asks for 16 
radios," Wood said. "There's no further explanation. 
And then they (Peffer) bragged about how they 
hoodwinked the government."

Drops Lottery Plans

Mead — Ernie Swanson believes in the 


magic of music. 


The 85-year-old tenor's rendition of the 


tender Hawaiian love song "Beyond the 
Reef" or the power in his "How Great 
Thou Art" make Ernie a magic man. 


"A woman came up to me one time and 


said, 'Do you realize that you're an amazing 
person?' I was surprised," he said "But 
oftentimes when I sing at a retirement 
home, it hits me — the fact that I'm older 
than most of them " 


Swanson got interested in music in 1907 


by listening to a hand-cranked Victrola (for 
you young whippersnappers, that's the 
kind the dog listens to in the familiar RCA 
trademark) 


Steered Into Business School 


He studied music for awhile, but his 


father steered him away from it and into 
business school in Grand Island. 


"I wanted to go the the Chicago Conser- 


vatory of Music, but dad was a farmer, and 
he just couldn't see it," he says "I believe 
if my dad would have backed me, and I'd 
taken music like I should have. I could nave 
done as good as Bmg Crosby " 


In 1918. Swanson togan a career as a 


textile salesman in Iowa, and confined his 
music mostly to church choirs except for a 


short-lived 15-mmute weekly radio show on 
WHO in Des Moines in the mid-'20s. 


"I retired in 1966, and my wife died in 


1967. That's when I took music up seriously 
again — at first mainly as a hobby to fill my 
time." 


You Can't Be Shy 


The bright-eyed oldster, who still stands 


ramrod tall, decided in 1968 at age 78 that if 
he was going to get his music career out of 
his home, he couldn't be shv. 


"In 1968.1 took my first trip to Hawaii on 


the passenger ship Lurine. They had a 
talent show on board during the crossing. I 
sang two numbers and after the show, I 
was surrounded by people who said they 
liked it." 


Swanson has made five trips to the 


islands since then and by "speaking up" 
has gotten to know the famous entertainer 
Don Ho and has sung at many of the major 
night clubs in Hawaii. 


"One night I let the waiter know that I 


was an entertainer and that I wanted to 
sing. At the end of his performance, Don 
Ho said 'Ernie Swanson where are you?' 
They shined a spotlight on me and I sang. 


"I think he was probably most impressed 


with my age at first. But everybody seemed 
to like my voice, and I sing everytime I go 
there now,'' he said 


He Practices 


Daily vocalizing exercise* have not only 


kept his voice young, Swanson says, they 
have helped him learn. 


"I believe it's improved my voice. I think 


I sing better now than I did back at that 
radio station. I also have more expression 
and more feeling." 


After performances at retirement 


homes, churches and civic groups in the 
eastern part of the state, which he does two 
or three times a week, Swanson found that 
many people were asking for recordings of 
his voice. 


So in 1972, using his own equipment, 


Swanson cut a tape that was made into a 
record by a Dallas record agent. The first 
was successful enough that he made 
another in 1973. 


He Charges Only $3.98 


"I've sold way more than a thousand to 


people that have heard me sing. I only sell 
them for $3.98, because I just enjoy it, and I 
know they'll enjoy hearing them " 


Swanson has also demonstrated the im- 


portance of vocalizing, breathing and 
posture exercises to high school choruses. 
He praises the exercises and his love of 
music for keeping him healthy and "for 
keeping people guessing that he's only 65- 
70." 


"I realize there are very few people who 


are 85 that can get up and sing like I do. 
God has been good to me. Most people 
after 70 don't have a voice left." 


The truth of the matter is," Wood said, "that 


we've had communities in outstate Nebraska with 
requests for jeeps going back into July of last year." 


Omaha ended up paying $131 or the shipping 


costs for each jeep. Mayor Zorinsky has contended 
the commission was "embarrassed" by the World- 
Herald story and "now they're trying to save face." 


However, Nebraska Planning and Programming 


Director W. Don Nelson, who sits with Exon on the 
commission, said in Lincoln it appeared to him that 
"somebody's trying to rip off the government" 


"From the news articles I have read, it appears 


to me everybody in Omaha was laughing about how 
they screwed the government out of some jeeps," 
Nelson said. 


"It seems somewhat ironic about bad mouthing 


the government about wasteful expenditures.' 
Nelson said, "and then turn around and rip it off." 


"I think someone in Omaha had better make up 


their minds about which side they are on."

W(K)d said Peffer h as ap p arently used so-called 
screening cards h e h as obtained from oth er federal 
agencies to again access to th e GSA facilities and 
freeze th e equip ment in question A freeze p rev ents 
any oth er non-federal gov ernmental agency from ob­ 
taining th e equip ment.

“But 
oftentim es wh en I sing at a retirem ent 
h ome, it h its me — th e fact th at I'm older 
th an most of th em ” 


Swanson got Interested in music in 1907 
by listening to a h and-cranked Victrola (for 
y ou y oung wh ip p ersnap p ers. th at's th e 
kind th e dog listens to in th e famiUar RCA 
tradem ark.) 


Steered Into Business Sch ool 
He .studied music for awh ile, but h is 
h ith er steered h im away from it and into 
busint*s.s sch ix il in Grand Island. 


“ I wanttx l to go th e th e Ch icago Comser- 
v atory of Music, but dad was a farmer, and 
h e just couldn’t see it," h e say s. “I believ e 
if my dad would h av e backed me, and I'd 
taken music like I sh ould h av e, I could h av e 
done as giKx l as Bing Crosby .” 


In 1918. Swanson began a career as a 
tex tile salesman in Iowa, and confined h is 
music mostly to ch urch ch oirs ex cep t for a 


sh ort-liv ed 15-minute weekly radio sh ow on 
WHO in Des Mcx nes in th e mid-'20s. 
“ I retired in 1966, and my wife died in 
1967 .

Swanson h as made fiv e trip s to th e 
islands sini'e th en and by “sp eaking up ” 
h as gotten to know th e famous entertainer

“One nigh t I let th e waiter know th at I 
was an entertainer and th at I wanted to

It's probably safe to say Jerry Fort has proved his 


point. 


"A lot of college recruiters had doubts about me 


while I was in high school. They didn't think I could 
play major college basketball. I've had to prove that 
point to people." said Nebraska's all-time leading 
scorer. 


Fort's statistics have never been matched by a 


Nebraska basketball player. Suffice it to say, without 
listing all the records he has set in four seasons, he 
holds practically all the Husker scoring marks. 


That's not bad for someone who was cut from his 


high school's freshman basketball team. But that's the 
way Jerry Fort is — he's never had things given to 
him 


With only two games left in his Nebraska career. 


Fort was reflective in a lengthy interview on a Sunday 
afternoon. 


"I never came here intending to break records," 


he said. "I really considered that an extra bonus. I 
didn't know if I was going to get a chance to play. Not 
many major colleges were after me. 


"I think it's an accomplishment what I've done 


... it really surprised me," he continued. "I didn't 
think about setting records. I just wanted a chance to 
play major college ball and I came at the right time." 


He certainly did. Although the Buskers struggled 


through a 9-17 season his freshman year. Fort received 
his chance to play. While doing so. he rewrote the NU 
freshman scoring records. 


"I always thought I could play, but it was kind of 


discouraging to come out of high school winning a lot 
of games and then we were losing." be reminisced. "I 
tried to prove myself. I just did the best I could." 


That was pretty good. He set all 10 freshman 


records listed in the Nebraska media guide, including 
most rebounds - quite unlikely considering he's only 
fr3. 


Still. Fort was hardly a household word in the Big 


Eight. He still wasn't even a household word in Lin- 
coln. 


• My sophomore season was probably a tot like ray 


freshman year. I was trying to prove my freshman 
year wasn't a fluke," he recalled. "We had a real good 
year recruiting so I was in the same boat as everyone 
else. I didn't have a position handed to me. 


"I really didn't think about the sophomore jinx," 


said the Chicago native. "I just kept trying to im- 
prove." 


Fort admits that he probably improved his all- 


around skills more between his sophomore and junior 
year than in any interim period in his athletic career. 


"I really looked forward to the responsibility of 


being a leader last year. It was just like in high school. 
I felt like I was a leader. In the race. (Big Eight) we 
made a great improvement from my first two seasons. 


"I was real happy, too, because the people that 


didn't know how good I was. found out," he added. 


As a freshman. Fort's team was 9-17 overall and 4- 


10 in Big Eight play, tied with Kansas for sixth place. 
As»a sophomore, he paced NU to a 14-12 overall and 7- 
7 Big Eight season (fourth place) and last year the 
Huskers compiled identical records. 


This season, the Huksers began impressively win- 


ning the first four league games and captured six of 
the first seven. 


"Last year, we didn't have what could be called a 


whole team offense compared to this year." he 
explained. "We're getting more assists and making 
sure that other people get involved. 


"We started out so good compared to last season." 


he continued. "The first part of the season they (foes) 
didn't know about us. Now they have adjusted and 
that's caused some problems." 


With the Huskers winning, there has been 


renewed interest in coach Joe Cipnano's basketball 
program. That's quite a change from Fort's first 
season. 


"This would have been a good year to get into the 


new home (sports center). We certainly could have 
drawn bigger crowds than in the Coliseum." he said 
"But m my first year, people didn't took at basketball 
as much 


"The interest has really picked up and people are 


coming out to watch." he said "When you start at the 
bottom and come up like that it really helps " 


Nevertheless, when Fort listed his three biggest 


thrills as a Nebraska competitor, two of them occurred 
away from Lincoln. 


The three: 
— Scoring 27 points as a freshman in a 74-72 win 


over Kansas at the Big Eight Tournament in Kansas 
City. 


— Scoring 40 points (a Nebraska one-game record) 


in an 80-77 win at the NU Coliseum against Missouri, 
on Feb. 22, 1975. 


— Winning the Roadrunner Invitational last 


December and earning Most Valuable Player laurels. 


What's in the future for Jerry Forf 
"I want to give pro ball a try," he said. "I'm pret- 


ty sure some team will draft me. I really don't care 
which one. 


"Maybe I'd like to work at coaching little kids, but 


to coach you've got to have the right personality and 
right now I don't think I could do it." he said. "I've 
never been on that side and it's a different side. Maybe 
when I get older. I'd like to go into coaching, but I just 
can't see coaching older kids now." 


So despite only really seeing any playing time at 


Hales Franciscan High School until his last two 
seasons. Fort has actually enjoyed more competition 
in college than hi high school. That's generally in 
reverse of the vast majority of players who start 
throughout high school and find the adjustment to the 
tougher college game more difficult. 


Still. Fort has been more than happy with his deci- 


sion to attend Nebraska. 


"I'm glad I chose NU. The main part is that I got a 


chance to play. If I went somewhere close <to his 
Chicago home) I might not have played as much." he 
analyzed. "It's been pretty exciting here the past two 
years. Really, people have been nice even though it's a 
football school I've got some good exposure here. 


"My parents have seen me play a few games. So if 


I had stayed closer to home, my parents would have 
got to go to more games, but 1 wouldn't have had the 
chance to play as much. 


"It's worked out real well for me here." he said 
Undoubtedly most Nebraska basketball followers 


would agree wholeheartedly.

$2 Bill Near 
And $1 Coin 
May Follow 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government's latest experiment 
with a $2 bill begins in about six 
weeks. If it works, a midget-size 
$1 com may not be far behind. 


And if that works, the govern- 


ment eventually may bury the $1 
bill. 


The $1 bill is being victimized 


by inflation, which has robbed it 
of about 40 cents of its former 
value just since 1966. 


No decision has been made yet 


on a new $1 coin, but several key 
Treasury Department officials 
indicated they will support the 
move if it is shown the public 
will approve and use it. 


Frank H. MacDonald, deputy 


director of the U.S. Mint, a 
treasury agency, said the 
thinking is to have a coin larger 
than the current 25-cent piece 
but smaller than the 50-cent 
piece. 


The feasibility of the move, in- 


cluding whether the public 
would accept and use such a 
coin, is part of a year-long study 
of U.S. coinage needs being 
made by the Research Triangle 
Institute of Raleigh-Durham, 
N.C.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government’s latest experiment 
with a $2 bill begins in about six 
weeks If it works, a midget-size 
$1 coin may not be far behind. 
And if that works, the govern­ 
ment eventually may bury the $1 
bill. 
The $1 bill is being victimized 
by inflation, which has robbed it 
of about 40 cents of its former 
value just since 1966 
No decision has been made yet 
on a new $1 com, but several key 
Treasury Department officials 
indicated they will support the 
move if it is shown the public 
will approve and use it. 
Frank H. MacDonald, deputy 
director of the U.S. Mint, a 
treasury agency, said the 
thinking is to have a coin larger 
than the current 25-cent piece 
but smaller than the 50-cent 
piece.
